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10 reserve for an urban renewal project in such proposed Urban Renewal Ares,
Federal capital grant funds in an amount sufficient to enable the City of Austin
to finance the undertaking of the Project; and whersin the filing of an appli-
cation by the City of Austin for an Advance of funds from the United Stabes of
America in an amount not to exceed $47,755.00 for surveys and plans for an
urban renewal project in such ares was approved; and,

WHEREAS, pursuant to such resolution, application for such funds was
made, and subsequently approved and granted, and a Contract for Planning
Advance for Surveys and Plans for Urban Renewal Project, dated as of Februvary 13,
1958 and amended May 1, 1958, designated as Contract No. Tex. R-20(A), by and
between the United States of Americs acting by and through the Housing and
Home Finsnce Administrator, and the City of Austin, Texas, as the Local Public
Agency, was made and executed; and

WHEREAS, the preliminary plahning and surveys that have been subsequently
made indicate the desirability and advisability of making certain boundary
changes in said abovementioned Urban Renewal Area, as hereinafter set forth;
Now, Therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

SECTION:1L. That the boundaries of said Urbsn Renewal Area in the City of Austin,
Texas, as originally set oul and designated in the abovementioned Resolution of
August 1, 1957, be and they are hereby changed so that said Urban Renewal Area
in the City of Austin, Texas, shall hereafter be described as Tollows, to wit:

It is my understanding
that the final draft of the ordinance to be recommended by the City Planning
Commission will be sent to the City Council lmmediately after the November 25
meeting of the Commission. This will give the City Council at least a week in
which to examine the proposal which actually consists of very simple and ele-
mentary changes. Prelimlary drafts of the proposal are available now and it
is not anticipated that any fundemental or essential changes will be made in
the final draft. .
